WAGES TO BE CUT. 


Puget Sound Steamboat Owners’ As- 
sociation Will Reduce Pay of 
Unlicensed Employees. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
TACOMA (Wash.) Nov. 7.—{Exctlu- 
sive Dispatch.] On and after Novem- 
ber 10 monthly wages of nearly 1200 
unlicensed employés of Sound passen- 
ger vessels, freighters and tugboats, 
Including deck hands, deck boys, 
watchmen and porters, will be reduced 
from $45 to $40 as a resylt of the ac- 
tion taken at a meeting of the Puget 


Sound Steamboat Owners’ Association 
yesterday. 
The association anticipates’ that 


scores of employés will desert their 
posts upon receipt of the announce- 
ment that wages will be reduced, but 
it is claimed that their places will be 
filled at once. 

Members of the association state that 
the heavy falling off of business is re- 
sponsible for the proposed reduction of 
wages. It is even claimed that busi- 
ness on Puget Sound is so poor that 
several nger vessels and fretght- 
ers will be compelled to tie up for the 
winter. The latest determination of 
the association, it is said, will be per- 
manent. Usually an annual winter re- 
duction of wages is made to allow for 
shrinkage of business. Early in sum- 
mer deck hands received $40 a month. 
Later the scalé was raised to $45. No- 
vember 10, the $40 scale will be ef- 
fective, to remain so permanently. , 
In addition to a general reduction in 
wages of unlicensed men, the associa- 
tion adopted a resolution establishing 
lower wages for stevedores. They have 
been receiving $50 a month. Beginning 
November 10 they are to receive $45. 
No reference to wages of union em- 
ployés was made at the meeting. 


GOLD MINE IN TOWN. 


Prospector Discovers What May Be 
Bonanza in Heart of Little Wash- 
ington Village.

BANKS ACQUITTED. 


Upland Ranchman Not Guilty of Con- 
spiring to Counterfeit—Court so 
Instructs Jury. 


man who has been on trial in the 
United States Court for several days 
to answer to a charge of conspiring to 
counterfeit, was declared not guilty by 
the jury yesterday afternoon, after in- 
structions by the court. Banks was 
wurmly congratulated by his friends 
upon his release, and his pretty little 
wife clung to her husband's arm with 
a look of new-found happiness upon 
his face. The defendant was arrested 
in July, 196. Herman W. Woods, ar- 
rested at the same time, pleaded guilty 
to the charge, and served one year in 
the County Jalil, He was one of the 
principal witnesses for the guvernment, 
but his testimony was not corrobo- 
rated. He was shunned by the Up- 
land crowd, and was not recognized by 
the defendant, with whom he had been 
formerly on friendly terms. 

The case was an unusual one. Banks 
had, previeus to his arrest, borne an 
excellent reputation. He worked on 
ranches, and was also employed at 
various times at fruit packing-houses. 
Many business men of Upland were in 
court yesterday to give testimony as 
to his good character, 

Banks went on the stand in hie own 
behalf, and denied all ‘the assertions 
of Weods He gave an apparently 
straightfarward account of his dealings 
with Woods, and evidentiy made a 
good impression upon the jury 

The government presented an intri- 
cate line of circumstantial evidence, 
but it was not strong enough to war-

ORDER BLOCKS 
DEFRAUDERS. 


Referee Helm Denounces Act 
of Bankrupts 


Desser and Lifrand Must Pay 
or Go to Jail. 


Their Gambling Story not a 
Good Gamble. 


A peremptory order was made upon 
the bankrupt dry goods firm of Desser 
& Lifrand yesterday by Referee Lynn 
Helm to pay over the sum of $8923. 
in money or effects to the _ trustee 
within ten days. Failure to comply 
with the order will be regarded as 
contempt. punishable with imprison- 
ment in the County Jail. 

Although the bankrupts can appeal 
from the order to the United States 
District Court, it is belleved fraud fia 
so firmly established that the appeal 
will be of no avail. The order will 
hold good, in any event, unless a bond 
covering the amount of the deficit is 
filed in court. 

The opinion of Referee Helm is re- 
garded by attorneys as one that fully 
meets the situation where retail mer- 
chants attempt to defraud their cred- 
itors. 

The bankrupt, Jacob Deseser, came 
to this city from Chicago, about two 
years and a haif ago, and went into 
the dry goods business at No. 4422 
Central avenue. About a year later 
he sold a half interest to Louis LA- 
frand. The store was closed by at- 
tachment proceedings August 121. 
When examined before the referee in 
bankruptcy by Attorneys W. T. Craig 
and “Carroll Allen, representing the 
Wholesalers’ Board of Trade, both

Referee Helm presents a strong case 
aghinet Desser & Lifrand. He says, 
in part: “I have considered all of 
this testimony, and after — = 
weight to the denials of the pta, 
I have come to the conclusion that 
their deniala are untrue, or are in 
avoidance of matters herein in con- 
troversy,.and that they are deliber- 
ately concealing property from the 
trustee which belongs to the bank- 
rupt's estate, or that they ,have much 
Woperty under their control. The tes- 
timony of the bankrupts, taken all to- 
gether, is so incredible, and some of ft 
appears to be such a fabrication, and 
although, in many respects, uncontra- 
icted, we are not, under the decisions 
f cases of this kind, bound to be- 
leve it. 

“On March 4, 1907, the firm of Desser 


Lifrand made a statement to the 


erguson-McKinney Dry Goods Com- 
any, for the purpose of obtaining 
Tredit, and in May a statement was 
ade for a similar purpose to Carson,

present year the bankrupts had 


assets over and above all liabilities 
of $8750, and that since that date they 
have incurred an ipdebtedness for 


on hand or purchased and received 
Since May 21. Deducting all items 
from this sum, there remains $8923.70 
still unaccounted for. 


THEIR GAMBLE GAME. 


“They attempt to account for the 
loss of this money by the statement on 
their part that they lost it in playing 
cards and in gambling at poolrooms. 
But their testimony carries with it no 
element of truth. Their memory is 
again sadiy at fault. When put to the 
test of particularizing as to how man 
times they played the races, how moe A 
money they lost, how many times they 
played cards, et cetera, they invariably 
answered that they did not know. They 
testified that they knew that each was 
gambling, but they said nothing. 
They claim they took the money from 
the drawer and went from ,the store 
aeery day for the purpose gam- 

ng.” 

The referee goes on to state that 
the bankrupts by paying their bilis | 
prodmptiy during the previous year 
had established a fair credit, and on 
the strength of that they suddenly 
bought large bills of goods, amounting 
to $15,000 for the three mon prior 
to August. 21. 

“At the time Desser & Lifrand were 


aged in this business a firm known 


s Goldner & Desser, composed of Ja- 
b Goldner and Herman Desser, was 
conducting a similar line of+ business 
in two stores at Eighth street and 
Central avenue and Twenty-fifth 
street and Central avenue. Herman 
Deaser is a brothér of Jacob Desser. 
and Goldner is a brother-in-law of 
Jacob Derser. Louis Lifrand is also 
a brother-in-law of Jacob Desser, hav- 
ing married another sister. By such a 
combination such frauds as are here 
disclosed are often perpetrated and 
acilitated,” continues the report. 


ILL-GOTTEN GOODS. 


“It is a singular coincidence that 
neither of the bankrupts, nor Goldner 
& Desser, remember any of the items 
of merchandise which they purchased 
from Desser & Lifrand or any specific 
time at which they purchased it and 
know nothing about the actual items 
of merchandise that they pretend are 
described in the receipts offered in evi- 
dence. The firm of Goldner & Des- 
ser was nothing but a fence for Deasser 
& lAfrand, the bankrupts, to enable 
them to dispose of their ill-gotten 
merchandise, which was haced 
by them evidently with no intention 
of paying therefor.” 

The referee refers to the testimony 
regarding the taking of goods and 
packages from one store to the other 
at night time. “Whatever may be sald 
by the bankrupts in contradiction of 
| this testirmnony. there are large quant:- 
ties of goods purchased by them which 
are wholly unaccounted for. 

“In this case, efther the bankrupts 
have the money for which they sold the 
goods, or they have the goods yet wn- 
sold, or they have the mon and the 
goods under their control. The goods 
were not sold on credit. for no such 
claim was made. The only natural and 
legitimate conclusion must be that 
they have fraudulently removed: and 
concealed for the purpose of defraud- 
ing their creditors, and that the 
bankrupts know where these goods 


their proceeds are. 


“Honest men would at least make 
some attempt to satisfactorily explain 
this large depletion. 

“IT find that there must still be fn 
their hands or under their contro! ar 
least the sum of $8923.70, which they 
have failed to schedule or turn over to 
the trustee in bankruptcy. The orders 
is that within ten days they surrender 
to the trustee in bankruptcy the sum 
of $8923.70 in money or effects, by them 
concealed.”

SCONDIDO IS 
IN THE FIGHT’. 


CITIZENS THERE ARE ACTIVE ON 
COUNTY DIVISION. 


Are Preparing to Meet a Move of 
Men Who Wnts His Name to Go 
Back on Petition from Which. It 
Was Stricken by the Supervisors. 
Escondide Notes. 


ESCONDIDO, Nov. 7.—County-divi- 
sion matters have taken a new turn, 
and the Escondido committee is pre- 
paring to meet a move made by Perley 
FE. Kent, who has filed a complaint 
against the County Supervisors and 
asked for a writ of mandate to com- 
pel the Supervisors to restore his name, 
which, together with 113 others, was, 
it is alleged, illegally stricken from a 
petition asking for a division of San 
Diego county. A petition for nonsuit 
will undoubtedly be filed by the com- 
mittee, as Mr. Kent's name was on the 
Great Register at the time of the last 
election, and, so it is stated, was in- 
cluded carelessiy with those voters said 
not to have been legally entitled to sign 
the petition for division. 

BREAD ON THE TREE. 

A number of German families have 
recent purchased property and set- 
led in this valley. coming here from 
Oklahoma and Canada. Some of the 
men. in tooking for locations for 
friends, stopped at the home of Rev. 
R L. Vickers. and discovered in a lo- 
cust tree, shown to them as a “Pales- 
tine” tree by. Mrs. Vickers. a spedimen 
of the famous “St. John's brod” ttree. 
grown in Germany for its edible pods. 

The ground beneath the tree was lit. 
tered with the pods, and the branches 
were hanging full. The Germans say 
the tree is worth and six-inch 
plants grown from the seetie would 
command $5 each. The fruit ie said 
to be the same kind as that on which 
John the Baptist subsisied, with wild 
honey. Mrs. Vickers had been using 
the pods for fuel, but will take better 
care of them now that she knows they 
are worth at least 20 cents a pound.
